INFLUENCE  OF  THE  STUDY  OF  PHYSICAL  SCIENCE 
UPON  THE  MORAL  FACULTIES. 

The  January  nunilH’r  of  the  British  Critic  contains 
a  re\new  of  sermons  preached  iH'fore  the  University 
of  Cambridge,  by  Hugh  J\mes  Hose  B.  D.  From 
tlie  few  specimens  the  reviewer  has  given  of  these 
discourses,  we  are  prepared  to  unite  with  him  in  his 
judgment  of  th('ir  merits.  'I'hey  are  models  which 
might  be  profitably  studied  on  this  sule  of  the  At¬ 
lantic.  As  they  were  addressed  originally  to  young 
men,  their  circulation  could  not  but  l*e  useful.  We 
should  like  to  see  an  American  edition.  ‘They  are 
incumbered  by  no  ostentatious  ap])aratus  of  learning. 
The  \Tiried  attainment.s  and  copious  erudition  of  the 
author  are  ix'rfectly  well  kinm  ii;  hut  they  are  here 
not  specifically  displayed,  but  wrought  up  into  the 
mass  and  texture  of  his  coinisisititui.  It  is  iin|)ossi- 
ble  tliat  these  discourses  could  have  Is'en  proiluced 
by  any  but  a  highly  cultivated  and  accomplisheil 
mind.  They  are  the  workofari|X  scholar,  and  a 
sound  divine.  But  yet  they  present  to  us  no  lalxuired 
exhibition  of  scholarship,  no  technical  or  scituitific 
frame-work  of  theology.  Th«*y  are  conversant  alnuit 
things  that  are  venerable,  and  lovely,  and  of  g(H>d 
report.  They  are  fitted  to  breathe  into  their  lu*ar- 
ers  the  mind  which  was  in  Christ  Jesus.’ 

A  few  years  since  Mr.  Rose  published  a  sermon, 
now  printed  in  the  present  vohune,  on  “the  Tenden¬ 
cy  of  the  prevalent  Opinions  alxuit  Knowledge.’* — 
This  discourse  says  the  Critic,  e.xcited  at  the  time 
very  considerable  aUention;  and  as  we  consider  it  of 
great  importance  that  the  influence  of  the  study  «»f 
{iliN'sical  .scieitce  uiaui  the  moral  faculties  should  Im' 
rightly  uudersttH)d,  we  have  I'xtnjcted  the  opinion  of 
4he  reviewer  and  others  on  this  subject.  Should  any 
of  our  learned  readers  <lissent  therefrom,  we  should 
be  pleased  to  give  them  an  op]K)rtunity  to  reply. 

With  exact,  or  physical  science,  Mr.  Rose  has  a 
controversy  of  a  very  momentous  character.  He 
complains  that  its  principal  tendency  is  to  sharpen 
and  invigorate  the  mere  intellective  part  of  our  na¬ 
ture  ;  and  tliat  its  great  object  is  to  enlarge,  and  to 
consolidate  tlie  empire  of  man  over  the  material  el¬ 
ements  of  the  creation  ;  all  which, — he  contends, 
most  irresistibly ,-is  a  result  of  utter  insignificance, 
when  compared  with  that  which  is  the  proper  issue 
of  moral  and  spiritual  culture.  Whatever  may  l>e 
the  dignity  of  scientific  pursuit,  its  triumphs  relate 
to  Time ;  while  the  glories  and  the  victories  w  Inch 
are  the  reward  of  our  preparation  for  the  mortd 
strife,  spread  out  into  Eleriiihf.  His  desire,  there¬ 
fore,  is, — not  that  the  light  of  science  should  be 
'extinguished, — but  that  it  never  should  be  allowed 
to  divert  our  gaze  from  the  celestial  flame  nf  the 
•Sanctuar)',  or  from  the  attendant  and  auxiliaiy 
Ares,  supplied  by  the  literature  which  is  conver¬ 
sant  with  the  nature  and  the  histoiy  of  man.  Dr. 
T.  Jackson  has  likewise  a  controversy  with  Math¬ 
ematical  Science,  somewhat  similar  to  that  of  3Ir. 
Rose.  He  affirms,  (and  the  same  thing  may,  w  ith 
equal  truth,  be  affirmed  of  those  pursuits  which 
merely  exercise  the  inductive  or  classifying  habit,) 
that  it  is  a  most  accommodating  and  courteous  pur¬ 
suit.  It  interferes  with  no  passions,  or  j)rejudices ; 
it  rebukes  no  frailties  ;  it  gives'  no  unmannerly  in¬ 
terruption  to  the  spirit  of  self-indulgence  ;  it  holds 
up  to  man  a  glass,  in  which  he  may  behold  the  im¬ 
age  of  his  own  moral  deformities.  A  man  may 
split  rays  of  light,  or  detect  the  mysteries  of  cor¬ 
puscular  action,  or  wind  through  the  subterraneous 
labyrinth  of  mathematical  analysis — his  whole  life 
long,  and  emerge  from  the  enchantment  of  these 
occupations,  with  a- spirit  almost  wholly  untouched 
by  that  pure  element  wherewith  the  soul  of  a 
Christian  should  be  baptized.  His  understanding 
may  be  keen  and  bright  as  polished  and  tempered 
steel ;  his  moral  sensibilities  as  obtuse  and  dull 
as  a  scymitar  of  lead.  And  when  this  is  so,  it  is 
evident  that  the  man  has  nearly  as  much  mistaken 
the  object  of  his  existence,  as  he  that  should  give 
cdl  this  care  to  the  developement  of  hi.s  corporeal 
and  muscular  energies,  to  the  utter  abandonment 
of  the  immortal  principle  within. 

Here  lies  the  fa.scination,  and  here  the  danger, 
«f  abstract,  or  of  physical  science, — that,  while  it 
intensely  engages  the  intellect,  it  inflicts  no  dis¬ 
turbance  or  molestation  upon  the  conscience.  It 
oxercises  the  reason,  but  it  does  not  control  or 
discipline  the  passions.  It  sharpens  all  the  mic¬ 
roscopic  faculties  of  the  mind,  but  it  often  fails  to 
call  forth  into  •  action  those  larger,  more  compre¬ 
hensive,  and  more  penetrating  pow’ers,  which  “  look 
through  nature  up  to  nature’s  God.”  It  leads  us, 
wfith  a  mighty  enchantment,  through  the  realms  of 
time  ;  but  it  cherishes  not  “  the  thoughts  that  wan¬ 
der  through  eternity.”  Some  grand  and  capacious 
spirits  there  have  been,  and  are,  who  could  at  plea¬ 
sure,  lift  up  their  stedfast  and  undazzled  eyes  from 
the  brightest  regions  of  carthbom  philosophy,  and 
kindle  them  at  the  full  mid-day  beam  ;  purgii^ 

,  and  unsealing  their  abused  sight  at  the  fountain 
itself  of  heavenly  radiance.”  But  it  is  not  always 
thus  with  men  of  powerful  and  self-confident  un¬ 
derstandings.  With  minds  of  the  very  highest  or¬ 
der,  indeed,  Science  is  the  dignified  and  graceful 
•  barmaid  of  Religion.  With  others,  of  a  less  ex¬ 
alted  stamp,  the  handmaid,  will  often  triumph  over 
the  lawfiil  bride,  and  peradventure,  may  succeed 
in  altogether  ejecting  her  from  her  rightful  home. 
The  genius  of  Bacon  and  of  Newton  was  conse- 
,cr«ted  by  pie^.  The  genius  of  D’Alembert,  and 
M  La  Place,  admitted  no  *upremacy  but  that  of 


knowledge  ;  and  with  mighty  investigators,  like 
these,  this  disloyalty  of  the  heart — this  coldness  of 
the  moral  afieefions,— is  sometimes  pitiable  in  the 
extreme.  It  causes  them  to  lean  on  that  dreariest 
of  all  abstractions,  the  power  of  necessity.  It 
makes  them  content  to  dw  ell  in  the  midst  of  “  an 
abandoned  and  fatherless  world.”  It  reconciles 
them  to  the  thought,  which  reduces  the  w  hole  sen¬ 
tient  creation  to  the  condition  of  orphans, — or 
rather,  to  the  condition  of  wretched  outcasts  and 
foundlings,  without  •parent,  and  without  descent. 
In  the  judgment  of  men  like  tliesc,  the  laws  and 
operations  of  nature,  are  what  we  find  them  to  be, 
— not  bwausc  they  were  so  ordained  by  an  over- 
nding  and  Supreme  Intelligence, — but  because 
they  could  be  no  other  thiui  they  are.  It  is  so, 
because  it  must  be  so, — is  the  sum  and  the  substance 
of  their  logic,  and  their  metn|)hysics, — and  the  end 
thereof  may  probably  be,  that  the  sum  and  the  sub¬ 
stance  of  their  ethics  w  ill  be  about  equally  rich  in 
comfort  and  instniction  !  Surely  it  is  not  easy  to 
imagine  a  state  of  the  mental  powers  much  more 
humiliating,  than  that  which  condemns  their  pos- 
.scssor  to  starve  upon  such  cold  and  meagre  w  is¬ 
dom.  In  .sober  verity,  the  fruits  of  the  Tree  of 
Knowledge  will  only  send  leaimess  and  distemj>er 
into  the  soul  w  hich  hath  no  hungering  and  thirsting 
after  the  fruits  of  the  Tree  of  Life  ! 


LETTERS  FROM  GREECE. 

NO.  .\VI. 

jlr";os, — Governor  and  Family, — Lancasterian 
School, — .Irchbisliop, — Departure  for  JS'auplia. 

Fehruary, 

Dear  Brother, 

You  remember  the  epithets  by  which  Homer 
distinguished  Argos.  Besides  being  one  of  the 
three  cities  beloved  by  Juno,  it  was  called 
“ mother  of  horses;”  and  the  fertility  of  its  plain 
is  a  subject  of  constant  allusion  in  the  (ireek 
poHs.  But  not  even  the  authority  of  Homer, 
which  was  once  sufficient  with  his  cimntrvmen  to 
settle  any  disputed  ipiestion,  can  |M-rsunde  me  that 
the  horses  of  Argos  ore  beautiful.  On  the  contra¬ 
ry,  they  are  very  small  and  inferior,  though  still 
distinguished  for  swiftness.  Instead  of “hor.se- 
feeding,”  I  w  ould  now  call  .\rgos  “  swine-feeding,” 
for  her  streets  are  tilled  w  ith  droves  of  that  ani¬ 
mal  of  a  black  color.  One  t»f  the  streets,  though 
not  so  w  ide  as  our  lanes,  induced  us,  on  compari¬ 
son  with  the  narrow  ways  of  Nauplia,  and  to  at¬ 
one  for  our  di.-appointment  at  Mycenae,  w  hert*  we 
found  n<»  streets  at  all,  to  borrow  the  ancient  epi¬ 
thet  of  the  last,  “city  of  broad  streets,”  and  a|»- 
ply  it  to  Argos. 

Instead  of  the  palace  of  .\gamemnon,  w  e  visit¬ 
ed,  by  invitation,  tlie  house  of  the  governor.  It  is' 
far  .sujicrior  to  the  little  mud  hovels  which  make 
uj)  the  great  part  of  the  tow  n,  excepting  a  few  [iret- 
ty  cottages,  especially  that  of  the  president,  w  hich 
is  very  much  like  a  country  house  in  a  New  Kng- 
land  village.  The  governor’s  house  is  asci'iided 
by  a  high  Might  of  .st<‘ps  from  the  court,  and  has  no 
entrance  from  the  street.  In  the  “bright  porch” 
were  sitting  the  governrir’s  lady  and  her  sister ;  the 
latter  disappear!  «1  immediately  and  we  never  saw' 
her  afterwards,  though  we  were  frequently  at  the 
house.  This  is  in  accordacce  with  the  system  of' 
the  Turks,  and  lias  been  jiartly  acipiired  bv  the 
(»reeks  during  their  slavery.  'I'hc  wife  of  the , 
governor,  as  she  sat  in  the  por«'h,  amidst  her  maids,  j 
remindi  d  me  of  the  fair  Helen  at  her  loom,  and  : 
pc-rh.aps  sh.e  was  almost  as  beautiful,  since  tin* 
modem  successor  of  Agamemnon  in  the  rule  of  I 
Argos,  had  been  iuduceil,  for  her  lovi-,  to  marry  I 
her,  contrary  to  the  law  s  of  the  church,  for  she  w  as  j 
his  third  cousin.  He  assured  me  tliat  he  had  thus  I 
exposed  himself  to  the  danger  of  excommuuicu- ! 
tiiiii  ami  haui>hnH’nt,  and  said  he  was  perha|»s  the 
only  man  in  Greece  married  to  so  near  a  relative.  1 
She  conducted  us  into  the  parlor,  w  hich  is  the  best 
furnished  room  I  have  seen  in  Greece,  for  it  is! 
carjieted,  has  a  IV'W  chairs  and  a  sofa  ;  three  |)or- 
traits  and  other  small  pictures  a<lorn  the  walls,  and 
a  vase  with  gold  fishes  is  on  the  table.  Hut  its, 
greatest  ornament  was  the  w  ife  of  the  governor  ; 
she  was  just  recovering  from  a  five  months’  illness, 
which  remlered  her  still  more  interesting.  She ' 
spoke  only  the  (ireek  language,  but  ciinvcrsed 
beautifully  in  that.  She  was  habited  in  a  long 
mantle  lined  w  ith  fur,  a  w  hite  dress  appearing  at  its 
lower  border,  a  shawl  ailorned  her  heatl,  beneath 
which  aiipeared  a  little  of  her  fine  black  hair.  IL-r 
eyes  wc*re  jet  black  and  sparkling,  and  her  smile 
perfectly  lovely.  She  knew  that  om*  of  us  was 
Anurrican,  for  her  husband  hud  told  her  that  he 
expected  us,  and  treated  us  therefore  with  great 
hospitality.  Her  manners  were  very  ea.sy  and 
graceful,  except  a  little  embarrassing  dnimming 
w  ith  a  beautiful  hand  on  the  table. 

The  governor  now  came  from  the  court 
house,  and  welcomed  us ;  sent  for  sweetmeats 
and  water,  which  were  brought  by  a  servant, 
and  w  hile  we  sat  on  the  sofa  his  w  ife  rose  and  ' 
served  us  according  to  the  custom  of  the  countrv. 
Indeed  these  things  are  here  entirely  reversed,  and 
bear  a  near  resemblance  to  the  manners  described 
in  the  Old  Testament.  CofTce  was  then  brought, 
accompanied  by  a  glass  of  water  for  each,  for  the 
Greeks  are  accu.^tomed  to  taste  the  water  before 
drinking  the  coflee,  which  is  without  milk.  The 
governor  blamed  us  for  not  visiting  him  last  eve¬ 
ning,  and  invited  us  to  make  his  house  our 
home  on  our  next  visit  Though  we  ma<lc  our 
farewell  salutation  to  his  wife  in  the  parlor, 
she  accompanied  us  to  the  door,  and  stood  in  the 
porch  till  we  were  out  of  sight.  The  governor 
went  with  us  to  the  new  school  house,  and,  on  the 
way,  gave  us  an  account  of  the  grand  tribunal  of 
Argos,  in  which  five  judges  have  the  right  to  pro¬ 
nounce  sentence  of  death,  the  president  having  the 
power  to  pardon. 

The  new  building  for  the  liancasterian  school 
gave  me  great  pleasure,  as  it  is  admirably  adapted 
to  the  pur|)ose,  and  built  according  to  Lancaster’s 
printed  plan.  We  saw  here,  and  spoke  with  the 
•Archbishop  of  Argos.  His  title  is  Panirota- 
tos,  most  holy.  He  is  a  fine  looking  man,  ap¬ 
parently  fifty,  with  an  intelligent  face,  a  liveli¬ 
ness  in  conversation,  and  peculiarly  polite  and 
graceful  manner.  A  round  black  cap  w  as  bound 
to  his  head  by  a  silk  handkerchief  of  the  same  co¬ 
lor,  a  long  beard  in  part  grey  swept  on  his  breast, 
his  black  mantle  was  lined  with  fur,  below  which  a 
garment  like  a  surplice  was  bound  with  a  sash 
around  his  waist.  He  is  one  of  the  five  bishops 
who  led  the  Greeks  to  Imttle,  and  who  spoke  with 
joy  of  the  freedom  of  his  countrj’,  of  her  rising 


schools  prevented  only  by  poverty.  “  I  hope  with 
time  by  learning  from  the  Americans  who  arc  our 
models  we  shall  become  a  worthy  |)eopIe,”  he  con¬ 
tinued.  I  then  spoke  of  my  favorite  idea  of  schools 
for  young  ladies.  “  The  Greeks,”  he  said  “  are 
too  poor  yet.”  This  is  true,  and  1  could  wish  that 
America  would  seize  this  moment  to  assist  and 
render  the  Greeks  by  instniction,  worthy  to  be  free¬ 
men. 

\A’e  went  to  a  small  building  near,  where  we 
found  a  row  of  liitk*  black  eyed  girls,  under  the 
care  of  a  goo<l  old  lady  who  made  many  excus<‘s 
for  the  absfiice  of  the  rest  of  her  scholars.  Still 
a  school  for  girls  w  as  a  rare  sight,  and  gave  promise 
of  an  improved  view  of  the  Iwiiefits  of  education. 
Their  books  were  from  the  American  press  at 
Malta. 

•At  a  short  distance  from  this  we  enten'd  an  alley 
whence  we  di.scoven*d  the  monastery  jKTched  in  a 
most  pictures(jue  situation,  on  a  rock  nearly  half 
way  up  the  .Aeropolis.  Only  one  old  monk  re¬ 
sides  then;  at  pri-^sent.  “  •And  there”  said  I,  “in 
that  cavern  we  see  brlow  it,  was  the  Onude  of 
Apollo,  was  it  not  !”  “I  <lo  not  know,”  answered 
he  who  luiw  occupies  the  throne  of  “fur  ruling  •Aga¬ 
memnon.”  He  has  too  many  serious  concerns  to 
think  about  fabb'S. 

AVe  visited  the  school  which  is  to  be  transfi'ired 
to  the  new  building.  It  presented  an  irregular  a|>- 
[learance.  -A  large  heap  of  sipiarc  paving  stones 
lay  in  the  centre.  'I’hcy  had  been  raised.  The 
instruct<-r  was  a  young  man  who  hud  recjuved  a 
slii^ht  education  in  the  Ionian  Islands.  He  beg¬ 
ged  pardon  “  for  the  disorder  in  which  w  e  found 
his  school  as  the  benches  had  all  been  removed  to 
the  new  school  hous!-,”  and  thus^the  children  were 
to  w  ait  a  month,  at  h  ast,  without  any  thing  exc<'pt 
the  ground  to  sit  upon.  They  wen*  two  hundred 
in  number,  and  stood  around  by  the  wall,  some  w  ith 
their  red  caps  on,  but  most  took  them  ofl' when 
they  saw  us  with  our  huts  in  our  hand.  They 
cairn*  forward  with  tlu’ir  writings  which  w<*re  ex¬ 
cellent  for  children  at  thi*ir  age.  1  lu*y  recited  the 
catechism,  and  we  had  some  examples  of  their 
skill  in  arithmetic.  The  little  fellows  are  very 
bright  and  quick,  and  appear  to  learn  raj)idly  w  ith- 
<*ut  a  mischief-loving  piopensity. 

But  it  was  now  late,  and  we  left  Argos  in  haste 
for  Nauplia,  as  we  had  seven  miles  to  walk  befor<' 
7  o’clock,  when  the  gati  s  aie  shut.  Ti  e  air  wiis 
b'.ight  and  clear,  and  the  rays  of  the  setting  sun 
w  ere  n  flected  in  the  lovelie.''t  hues  from  the  city 
before  us.  while  the  hill  !)f  .Nrgos  grew  darker  and 
darker.  .Many  a  la  roic  exploit  was  performed  in 
leaping  ilitehes  and  in  marching  through  small 
pools,  for  Hercules  did  not,  as  is  irenerally  assert- 
<*d,  apply  the  tlre-braml  to  all  the  heads  of  the 
Lernaan  hvdra.  .‘'Vune  (Jretks  with  their  guns 
w<*re  crouebiiui  on  the  road,  watching  a  speei<*s  of 
marsh  bird  which  feeds  as  ev«*ning  approaches. 
Another  who  accompanied  us  r<*lated  a  great  many 
incredible  adventure>-',’niul  declared,  among  other 
things,  that  he  had  slain  uiuetet  n  I’urks  w  ith  his 
own  hand!  Fortunately  we  reached  Nauplia  be¬ 
fore  tlu*  i  veiiing  jnm  was  fired,  and  v!hile 
1  w  rite  you,  at  11,1  hear  the  music  from  the 
mosque  which  has  been  converted  into  a  Senate 
hou.se,  ami  i  appropriated  this  evening  to  u  (ireek 
ball.  By  t!ie  way.  tins  reminds  me  that  our  guide 
in  M  veenat  called  the  tomb  of  .Agamemnon,  w  hich 
I  have  d<*scribed  to  you,  ‘.\enmemnon’s  Mosque.’ 
thinking  n<»  doubt,  that  the  king  of  .Argos  was  one 
of  the  oh!  ALihamedans  who  had  coiupiered 
(ire**ce  ! 


INSTANCE  OF  RESTITUTION. 

House  of  Urformation,  -May  4th  1S.32. 

To  tlic  Editor  of  the  Episcopal  YVatcliinan. 

I'he  enclosed  letter  is  of  vitv  little  worth  ex¬ 
cept  as  a  striking  instance  of  the  effect  of  n*ligion 
in  cultivating  justice. 

The  w  riter  is  a  boy  of  14  years — naturally  of 
strong  selfish  propensiti«*s  and  equally  .strong  eon- 
scii  ntious  faculties,  which  however  not  having  for¬ 
merly  been  cultivated,  he  was  b  ft  to  the  uncon¬ 
trolled  influence  «>f  selfishness.  The  efll*et  of  re-j 
ligious  instruction  soon  produced  a  strong  efl’ect 
through  his  conscientious  feelings.  In  some  of 
his  earlv  cases  f>f  discipline,  I  have  known  him  un- 
<lei  -o  powi'rful  a  strugcle  of  moral  feeling  as  to 
cover  his  face  with  chops  oi  perspiration,  in  a  cold 
room.  He  is  a  en*ature  so  entirety  diflerent  now 
from  what  he  was  w  h«‘n  he  !*ame  here,  that  it  is  hard 
to  con.sidcr  him  as  the  same  person.  He  Las 
been  with  me  more  than  two  years,  has  been  baji- 
tized,  confirnied,  and  for  some  time  a  communi¬ 
cant. 

Some  time  since  he  tobl  me  of  the  case  which 
is  mentioned  in  his  letter,  and  that  ho  wished  very 
much,  whenever  he  couhl,  to  |my  the  woman. — 
Some  time  after,  he  with  some  others,  was  able  to 
earn  a  little  every  week,  by  working  during  fla  ir 
daily  play  hours.  Dn  Passion  w  eek*  he  came  to 
me  mul  said  that  he  believeil  la*  had  now  earned 
five  <b)llars,  and  he  should  like  to  send  it  to  the 
jM*rsou  he  had  wronged. 

N<»w  ,  Sir,  I  know  this  is  a  simple  thing,  nothing 
to  be  praise<l,  just  his  duty,  and  you  may  wonder 
w  by  I  think  so  much  of  it.  I  w  ill  tell  you.  Sir. — 
As  we  are  saved  by  free  graee  only,  and  not  of 
ourselves,  and  not  of  works,  and  as  all  our  right¬ 
eousness  is  but  as  filtby  rags,  and  that  after  we 
have  done  all,  we  are  un|*rofitable  servants,  and 
also  as  to  the  Christian,  old  things  are  passed 
away  and  all  things  become  new,  and  we  cannot 
by  the  most  holy  acts  atone  fr>r  the  least  past  trans¬ 
gression — therefore  we  are  in  danger  of  feeling 
excused  from  making  restitiifion  for  unjust  acts 
long  past,  if  we  only  turn  from  our  evil  w  ays,  ctm- 
fess  our  sins  to  (»od  and  trust  in  Jesus  Christ  for 
forijiveness.  This  ease  is  a  proof  that  the  efl'ect 
of  the  religion  !)f  Jesus  (’hrist  is  not  simply  to  lend 
men  to  rep«*nt  of  the  past  and  amend  the  future, 
but  to  am<*nd  the  past ;  and  that  he  who  de|>ends 
exclusivelv  for  forgiveness  on  the  atonj-ment  of 
Christ,  will  by  that  very  spirit  be  most  anxious  to 
lie  just  to  his  fellow  men.  The  boy  in  question 
was  not  know  n  to  have  taken  the  nuuiey,  and  he 
had  lived  easily  for  a  year  or  more  after  having 
done  so,  and  it  was  only  by  the  efl’ect  of  religious 
truth  that  he  w  as  brought  to  confess  the  crime,  and 
to  make  restitution. 

The  following  is  a  copy  of  his  letter  w  hich  is 
entirely  his  own. 

Douse  of  Reformation,  Good  Friday,  1832. 
Mrs.  M. 

I  suppose  you  have  some  recollection  of  losing 
five  Dollars,  some  time  ago.  You  did  not  know 
exactly  who  took  it. 

Your  son  Charles  was  going  a  fishing  with  me. 


and  he  had  a  book  with  him.  He  said  that  he 
would  sell  it  to  me.  I  looked  at  it  and  there  was 
the  money.  I  took  it  out  and  told  him  I  would  go 
home  and  get  a  line,  and  so  went  off  with  it. 

I  have  felt  very  sorry  for  what  I  have  done,  and 
I  hope  the  mon<.*y  enclosedf  will  make  some 
amend.s.  I  hopt?  that  you  will  forgive  me,  and  I 
pray  to  God  that  he  w  ill  forgive  me  also.

DR.  WOODS  ON  INFANT  BAPTIS.M,  AND  THE  AR- 

CU.ME.NT  FOR  EPISCOPACY. 

NO.  III. 

Now  why  may  we  not  as  well  learn,  “what  the 
.Apf)stb*3  dut'  in  relation  to  church  government,  as 
well  as  to  infant  bajitisni,  “  fiom  the  effects  which 
tlH*y  produced  “  And  from  v.hat  they  did,  what 
instnietions  th<*y  received  from  Christ?” 

•And  again,  let  us  suppose  with  Dr.  AA’ood‘s 
that  “  we  should  visit  a  place  in  .Africa,  wh<*re  a 
Christian  missionary  had  successfully  preached  and 
foundf  d  a  church,”  and  “  that  our  visit  took  place 
sometime  after  his  death.  Would  not  the  pre¬ 
vailing  usages  of  that  church,  show,  to  our  per¬ 
fect  satisfaction,  what  instructions  he  gave  ?”  L'n- 
doubtedly — and  the  inferences  supposed  in  the  ex¬ 
tract  in  my  last,  would  lie  correct — and  if  we 
should  find  in  such  a  church  a  rigid  adherence  to 
E|)iseopacy,  we  could  not  <loubt  that  the  founder 
of  it  hail  inculcated  Episcopacy.  We  shall  see 
the  bearing  of  these  remarks  upon  the  Episcopal 
argument,  when  we  come  to  consider  what  we 
learn  from  Eccle.siastical  History  a.s  to  the  gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  church,  and  the  universal  preva¬ 
lence  of  Episcopacy  down  to  the  end  of  the  fif¬ 
teenth  century. 

In  his  4th  and  5th  Lectures  Dr.  Woods  goes 
into  the  argument  from  tin;  New  Testament  in  fa¬ 
vor  of  infant  bajitism.  Let  his  argument  be 
weighed — and  then  compared  w  ith  that  of  Bishop 
Onderdonk  in  the  tract  “  Episcojracy  tested  by 
Scripture,”  and  it  will  be  seen  that  Scripture  says 
at  least  as  much  in  favour  of  F.piscopacy  as  of  in¬ 
fant  ba|>tl'-in,  and  says  it  ns  plainlv.  Near  the 
beginning  of  the  5th  Lecture,  Dr.  W.  has  the  fol¬ 
lowing  passage : 

“  '1  he  mode  of  reasoning  which  I  have  adopted, 
does  not  require,  and  does  not  lead  us  to  expect 
any  thing  like  a  positive  declaration,  that  they  bap¬ 
tized  infants,  or  considered  them  proper  subjects 
of  baptism.  For  if  it  w  as  so,  that  the  .Apostles 
and  first  Christians  had  a  united  and  perfect  per- 
sua.'-ion,  that  children  were  to  hold  a  place  in  the 
community  of  God’s  people  under  the  new  dispen¬ 
sation,  similar  to  what  they  had  held  before,  and 
that  they  were  to  receive  the  new  mark  of  special 
relation  to  (jod,  as  they  had  received  the  old  ; 
then  there  was  no  more  occasion  for  the  .Apostles 
to  mention  the  fact  that  children  were  baptized, 
than  there  was  for  Joshua,  and  Samuel,  and  all 
the  writers  of  the  history  contained  in  the  Old  Tes¬ 
tament,  to  mention  at  every  jwriod,  that  children 
eight  days  old  were  circumcised.  .And  the  ca.*e 
might  be  exactly  so  at  the  present  time.  Pedo- 
bajitist  ministers  or  missionaries  might  write  a  his¬ 
tory  of  their  ministry,  and  the  success  attending  it, 
for  many  years,  without  any  mention  of  the  bap¬ 
tism  of  children.  But  we  should  consider  such  an 
omission  as  this,  to  be  no  proof  that  children  were 
not  baptized.  For  it  would  be  obvious,  that  such 
ministers  might  be  in  circumstances,  which  would 
render  it  quite  unnecessary  for  them  to  make  any 
express  mention  of  Infant  Baptism.  It  might  Iw 
that  no  one  acipiainted  with  them  could  have  the 
least  doubt  resjM'cting  their  practice.  .At  the  pres¬ 
ent  day,  indeed,  when  Christians  every  where  are 
divided  on  this  subject,  such  silence  might  not  be 
w  hat  w  e  should  hatk  for.  But  were  all  Christians 
united  in  the  practice  of  Infant  Baptism,  as  we  ap¬ 
prehend  the  primitive  Christians  were,  there  might 
be  no  occasion  whatever  to  make  particular  men¬ 
tion  of  it.  In  all  such  cases,  we  should  understand 
tlu*  practice  of  ministers  to  be  according  to  what 
we  knew  of  their  opinions.  If  they  were  Pedo- 
baptists,  we  should  have  no  doubt  of  their  being  in 
the  practice  of  baptizing  children,  although  in 
some  brief  account  of  their  ministry’,  they  should 
say  nothing  about  such  a  practice.” 

•Vnd  what  more  occasion  was  there  for  the  Apos¬ 
tles  to  mention,  in  their  writings,  how  the  Church 
wsis  governed  and  its  ministers  ordained,  “  than  for 
Joshua  and  Samuel  and  all  the  writers  of  the  His¬ 
tory  contained  in  the  Old  Testament  to  mention  at 
every  perioil”  that  the  Jew  ish  hierarchy  consisted 
ot  a  High  Priest  and  priests  and  Levites — That 
these  had  diflerent  .services  to  perform  ?  “  .And 
might  not  an”  Episcopal  “  minister  or  missionary 
write  a  history  of  his  ministry  and  the  success  at¬ 
tending  it,  for  many  years,  and  yet  say  nothing  ex¬ 
pressly  as  to”  Eci  lesiasfical  polity  ?  “  .At  the 

|»resent  day,  indeed,  when  Christians  are  divided 
on  this  subject,  such  silence  might  not  be  what 
we  should  look  for.

The  forgiveness  of  sins.  W e  shoulil  not  suffer  our 
confidence  in  the  pardoning  love  of  Christ,  to  render 
us  less  rigid  in  the  restraint  of  our  sinful  proiicnsities 
and  pa8.sion.s.  Rather  should  the  precious  truth,  that 
“  God  fiirgivcA  sins,”  incite  us  to  a  holy  life ;  make 
us  “afraid  and  ashamed  to  ofl'end”  him,  lest  his  ftir- 
Itearance  be  withdravm,  and  ourselves  Ix'come  the  vic¬ 
tims  of  his  wrath.  The  forgiveness  of  sins  requires 
deep  and  unfeigned  reixmtancc,  or,  in  other  words, 
reformation  of  life.  We  are  commanded  to  sorrow 
with  “  a  godly  sorrow,  which  worketli  repi-ntance.” 
Tlie  word  repentance  here  signifies  not  merely  a  con¬ 
trite  feeling,  but  an  amendment  ol'  conduct,  the 
fruits  of  “godly  sorrow.”  Another  condition  of  the 
forgiveness  of  sins  is  faith  in  the  all  sufficient  merits 
of  Christ,  a  faith,  which  produces  love,  gratitude, 
and  devotion  to  his  service.  These  terms  being 
complied  with,  the  reneweil  soul  may  rejoice  in  his 
acceptance  with  Christ,  and  daily  look  to  the  Holy 
Spirit,  for  fresh  supplies  of  light  and  grace.  He  may 
gi  on,  increasing  in  holiness,  until  he  arrives  at  the 
full  measure  of  Christian  attainment,  which  is  only 
in  jxissession  of  “  the  saints  in  light.”  He  may  lie- 
come  purer  in  heart,  until  he  Is  admitted  to  the  frui¬ 
tion  of  hope,  even  until  he  “*ce  God.”
